It is now time to begin bedding 
out sweet potatoes and Thursday 
afternoon I found Rev. B. F. Stegall 
putting out 50 bushels of Nancy 
Halls and Porto Ricas. His method 
is to dig out the bed to a depth 
of something more than a foot. He 
then fills this with fresh horse 
manure to a depth of a foot or 
fifteen inches. On this he puts a lay­ 
er of soil some five or six inches 
in depth. He next puts in a layer 
of potatoes, covers it with soil and 
then coats the top of the bed with 
a layer of barnyard manure as a 
fertiliser. At first he keeps a cov­ 
ering of corrugated iron roofing 
Just above the top of the bed held 
up by a frame. This catches and 
holds much of the sun’s heat while 
the manure at {he bottom also 
gives off considerable heat. The com­ 
bined influence soon brings the slips 
to the surface and then it is not 
long until they are ready to pull 
and set out. After a start is made 
Mr. Stegall removes (he iron and 
, replaces it with sheeting as in any 
other cold frames.

important avenues and streets were 
worked when needed, as well as 
those streets on which there is no 
traffic. I see some of the important 
streets are so worn down that the 
water accumulates in the center of 
them and they receive no attention, 
while the unimportant streets are 
w^ll graded up and are dragged reg­ 
ularly. I notice that in eel 
tions of the city and particularly 
in the northwest portion thereof, 
neither money, time nor labor is 
devoted to their streets. 
I observe that on the railway 
crossings— particularly 
on 
West 
Main street—there are no side walks 
or walks of any kind and persons 
traveling on foot in that locality 
have to take chances in the street 
with the wagons, automobiles and 
railway trains. 
I believe that there ought to be 
one or two more viaducts across the 
Katy railway in the vicinity of the 
Hays school building for the ac­ 
commodation of 
school 
children 
crossing the railroad and I believe 
that they, as well as the old via­ 
ducts, should carry foot walks, so 
that the children crossing on those 
viaducts would not have to take 
their chances with the flivvers. 
I believe that something ought 
to be done to divert the flood wa­ 
ters from th^ Katy crossing on 
East Main street. This, it seems 
to me, has been tho long neglected, 
and if the voters on the East side 
of town will give me th^ir support 
and see that I 
get this 
office I 
will see that this is done. 
I believe that I know what con­ 
stitutes a fair day’s labor for a 
man or a team, or both, and 
it 
elected I will see that a fair day’s 
wage gets a fair return in labor. 
I know hoar to repair and main­ 
tain road building aud road work­ 
ing machinery and I think I woulc 
be able to operate and maintain 
the over abundant supply of this 
class of machinery now owned by 
the City.

Considering 
the number of streets already so 
improved, I believe the street tax 
now collected should be sufficient 
to carry on this work much more 
efficiently in the future than it has 
in the past.
